LISTS NEW 
BOOKS 


THE HANDS OF ESAU (Liter- 
ary Guild selection for the month) 
by Hiram Haydn concers a com- 
plicated, anguished, present-day 
man and his times. The man is 
a courageous liberal, a foundation 
official facing a crisis in his work 
but publicly a hero. Privately, 
| he is prone to fits of fury and de- 
pression and, in his mid-forties he 
is about to lose his beloved third 
wife. An Ivy League college comes 
into the story; also, the heavy 
drama of a Congressional hearing; 
and, in elaborate, humorous touch- 
es, the exurbanites of Fairfield 
County. This novel is the. first 
in a group which the author 
plans, called THE GENERATIONS 
OF ADAM. 

A wry, clever story, unfolding 
in a very satisfying, logical (by 
the heroine’s logic); and amusing 
way, is ESMOND, by Una Troy. 
It concerns Mary Murphy, a home- 
body of 40 who had three homes 
and three husbands, simultaneous- 
ly, in Ireland, England and Wales. 
The story has some inspired plot 
twists that will not be given 
away here. Una Troy ‘has a 
great following, especially among 
women readers. 

The June selection of the Book- 
of-the-Month Club, is YOUNG- 
BLOOD HAWKE, by Herman 
Wouk, who is well remembered 
for his CAIN MUTINY and other 
popular névéls. This story is big 
and sprawling in keeping with its 
subject, a young southern writer 
whose career has many parallels 
with Thomas Wolfe’s. Because 
the book is about a hugely suc- 
cessful writer, it is also about the 
publishing world and _ peopled 
largely with characters that may 
or may not be close to life in 
that world and its fringes. Where- 
as this makes it a little special- 
ized, the Wouk magic as a story- 
teller is undiminished, and his 
hero has life, vigor and appeal 
that set him in the center of the 
stage and claim the reader’s fas- 
cinated attention. : 

The many fans of Frank Slaugh- 
ter will welcome his latest novel, 
TOMORROW’S MIRACLE. This 
is a rousing melodrama about 
evangelism and medicine, the 
hero an idealist who turns itiner- 
ant evangelist, with a reputation 
for faith-healing, to finance his 
dream of becoming a missionary 
doctor. The villain of the piece 
is the doctor’s wealthy, neurotic 
brother-in-law. The duel between 
the two, unwilling on the doctor’s 
part, malevolent on the brother- 
in-law’s side, comes to a conclu- 
sion near the jungle hospital the 
doctor has finally achieved in 
French Guiana. Fast and absorb- 
ing reading. 


A WARNING SYMPTOM 


The Billie Sol Estes case is, as one now-anonymous old 
timer used to express it, “repercussing all over the place.” 
The Kennedy administration, riding high in its holy crusade 
to force purity of purpose and action on big business, is 
understandably perturbed at the prospect of having to excise 
prurience of purpose and action in its own big government. 
It is the old story over again of the basic weakness of big 
overnment and big government power in economic fields. 
‘eapot Dome, which has been described as peanuts compared 
with the Estes scandal, was possible because government was 
attempting to operate vital economic interests involving vast 
sums of money. The enormous sums being ladled out in the 
ae ee of agriculture department policies today provide 
ertile ground for the sowers of greed and chicanery. 

There is no magic in election or appointment to public 
office that enrobes a man in special wisdom, or shores up 
human frailties. The Billie Sol Estes case should give pause 
to those who blithely assure us there is nothing to fear in 

growth of government: who would have us believe we can 
entrust our all to bureaucracy.

district. This is not the case, al- 
though this is the ultimate plan. 
We are told that Friant-Kern wa- 
ter was not available this year, 
that the county of Tulare has pur- 
chased no water, that the perma- 
nent pool is not permanent if 


there is a shortage of agricultural | 


water — and there has been a re- 
cent cut in Friant-Kern class 2 
water delivery of between six and 
seven per cent, although class 1 
deliveries will be made as con- 
tracted ... Actually, we should 
be appreciative of the fact that 
the Lower Tule did loan water, 
and certainly if this water is 
needed by agriculture, we could 
not oppose its use ... But we 
suggest that the representatives 
of county government, and some 
of the -engineers along the line 
tell the entire story when they 
issue press statements. We prefer 
facts, not propaganda, when pub- 
lic funds, public officials, and 
public projects are involved.

GRANDSTAND COACHES OFFER: 
WORDS OF WISDOM TO MANAGERS 


THE NEW-BORN BABE Ruth 
Rascball season was hardly three 
games old, when the. ex-officic 
managers in the stands began to 
make themselves heard. From 
long experience, I usually figure 
it takes some eight or nine games 
before this slate of experts get 
into full cry, but maybe with the 
new lights at the park, they have 
been detecting things that have 
gone unnoticed in past seasons. 

TO THE UNINITIATED OB- 
SERVER, the Babe Ruth League 
consists of six teams guided by 
six wayward geniuses that are 
called ‘“‘managers’’. Each team is 
populated by 15 players, ranging 
in age from 13 through 15 years. 
The objective observer will fur- 
ther notice that there is a certain 
difference in ability between the 
younger and older players; age. 
size and experience being con- 
tributing factors. There is only 
one thing wrong with this line of 
thinking. There are no objective 
observers in the stands. 

ACTUALLY, THE LEAGUE is 
made up of six teams, six field 
managers, 90 grandstand manag- 
ers and 67 grandstand coaches. 
Grandstand managers are of the 
male species, and are invariably 
closely related to one or more of 
the players on the field. By some 
strange necromancy, this relation- 
ship to a player transforms an 
ordinarily normal citizen into a 
keen student of the game of base- 
ball. The grandstand coaches are 
of a different sort, being mothers, 
aunts or sisters of the players. 
Their analysis of the proceedings 
is more psychological. By some 
unwritten rule, they are not elig- 
ible for managerial status, but

ORDINANCE NO. 835 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SEC- 
TION 2336 OF THE ORDINANCE 
CODE OF TULARE COUNTY, RE- 
LATING TO THE PERMIT AND 
IDENTIFICATION DECAL REQUIR- 
ED FOR THE OPERATION OF A 
BOAT UPON PUBLIC WATERS 
WITHIN A COUNTY PARK OR 
RECREATION AREA. 

THH BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
OF THE COUNTY OF TULARE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Section 2336 of the Or- 
dinance Code of Tulare County is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


SECTION 2336. PERMIT AND 
IDENTIFICATION DECAL: It shall 
be unlawful for any person to op- 
erate any boat upon public waters 
within a County Park or Recreation 
Area without first making written 
application for and obtaining a per- 
mit and identification decal from 
the Parks Department of the Coun- 
ty of Tulare, which shall be valid 
until January 1st of the following 
year. As a condition of the issu- 
ance of said permit and identifica- 
tion decal, the boat and its equip- 
ment shall first be inspected by an 
employee of the Parks Department 
authorized to conduct such inspec- 
tion. If the boat is found to be in 
proper condition and to carry the 
equipment required by law, a per- 
mit and identification decal shall 
be issued upon payment of a fee of 
Five Dollars ($5.00). All fees col- 
lected shall be deposited by the Su- 
perintendent with the Treasurer of 
the County of Tulare. Such identi- 
fication decal shall be affixed to 
and displayed on the exterior of 
the hull of said boat above the load- 
ed waterline thereof on the stern 
half of the left or port side of said 
boat, and shall be clearly visible, 
and failure to so display such iden- 
tification decal shall constitute a 
misdemeanor. 


Section 2. The General Provisions 
of the Ordinance Code of Tulare 
County, consisting of section 101 
through section 114, inclusive, are 
hereby adopted by _ reference and 
made applicable to the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

Section 3. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
which are declared to be unlawful 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not more than six 
(6) months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take 
effect on June 28. 1962. and. nrior to 
the expiration of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage hereof, shall be 
published once in The Farm Tribune. 
a newspaper printed and published 
in the County of Tulare, State of 
California, together with the names 
of the members of the Board of Su- 
pervisors voting for and against the 
same.

With vacation coming up, 
we would like to pass out some 
hints on how to care for your 
plants while you're gone. How- 
ever, you may find that after 
boarding the dog, baby sitting 
the cat, getting the car in 
shape, and buying summer 
shoes, vou’re too poor to go. 
In this case you can stay home 
and look after them yourself 
which simplifies the problem. 

If you're able to obtain 
credit and go anyway, these 
hints mav help. For instance, 
you should provide your water 
boy with at least one complete 
garden hose. This should be 
equipped with a sprinkler, usu- 
ally one that waters slowly so 
that he can go swimming at the 
pool and not fill your basement. 

Your prize shrubs should 
be well mulched with forest 
humus or peat moss. This 
keeps their roots moist and 
cool which in turn makes them 
less critical of missing your 
tender care. Anything in tubs 
or pots should be gathered to- 
gether in one spot that is shad- 
ed and close to a faucet. This 
way when the yard jockey 
stops for a drink he may water 
a few things while waiting for 
the water to cool. 

Small annual plants need 
mulching too and by cutting 
back the large leggy ones, you 
can improve their looks along 
with cutting down their require 
ments. A few stakes driven a- 
round mav keep the hose and 
mower from doing too much 
damage. Things that need sup- 
port should be well staked and 
a last crack at the insects may 
discourage them until you re- 
turn. Have fun.

From the bottom of the hill it 
looks like one of President Ken- 
nedy’s depressed areas. We kept 
looking for Walter Brennan _ to 
come bobbling out and say ‘“‘How- 
dy, stranger.”

and the city pooled their resourc- 
es and bought the present golf 
course from the Newt Leggett es- 
tate. An old farm house was 
moved in and converted to a club- 
house and the cry of ‘‘fore’’ has 
echoed off the stoney slopes of 
Rocky Hill ever since. 

The clubhouse is interesting, if 
not impressive. The concrete 
floors remind us of a grade B 
dairy, except that a grade B dairy 
has drainage and the clubhouse 
does not. The ceiling in the 
snack bar bows gracefully earth- 
ward and the whole room has the 
relaxed informality of a bracero 
melon picking crew’s cafeteria. 
The locker room is a similar low 
ceiling affair that has a green 
felt-covered table setting at one 
end where the boys play chess. or 
Chinese checkers during turbulent 
weather. This and another alley- 
like room is equipped with about 


40 lockers. A serious swinger 
can rent a locker for a year for 
$12.00. 


Upstairs, above the snack bar, 
there are three rooms, a _ long, 
sparcely furnished room that is 
used.for social functions, a kit- 
chen, and a comfortably furnished 
lounge. The whole place has an 
air of splendid poverty. 

There seems to be little doubt 
in anyone’s mind that the old 
homestead has to go. Its total 
bathing facilities consists of a 
urinal-and a solitary toilet. Its 
lighting and wiring are outdated 
and. dangerous, so much so that 
Roy Pixler, the husky profession- 
al. golfer who handles the course, 
takes home all his valuables every 
night. Each day he drives up 
Putnam street expecting to find 
a pile of ashes where once stood 
ye old clubhouse. 

Since nearly everyone agrees 
that the clubhouse should be re- 
placed the only thing to be de- 
cided is who will replace it, and 
to what degree will it be restored. 
The pro-clubhouse group makes 
the following proposal: They 
would like to see the city build a 
completely new clubhouse which 
would house a snackbar, pro shop, 
social room, and locker room com- 
plete with 60 to 75 double lockers
